OVERSTREET, H. A. The Mature Mind. London, Gollancz, 1950. 
8x5% ins. 296 pp. Index. 6s. — Originally published in America, 
this book was a non-fiction best seller; it is now made available to a 
wider public at a very modest price. The author is obsessed by the 
immaturity displayed in many different fields by most adults in his 
country and by the danger of such a state of affairs in a democracy. 
This, of course, is true to a greater or lesser degree of all countries. 
After expounding the maturity concept, Dr. Overstreet describes the 
forces that shape us and shows that neither the school nor the home, 
neither economics nor politics nor religion, as we know them, are fitted 
to turn out mature adults, capable of making wise judgments and 
choices. He believes that this dangerous state of affairs can be remedied, 
that there is a possible advance out of the chaos we are in. We should 
measure the fitness for their task of the institutions that shape our 
lives, by asking ourselves to what extent they embody and encourage 
maturing, or fixation in immaturity. The last chapter of this « treatise 
on maturity and survival” is entitled ‘“‘ What we ourselves can do” 
and shall certainly wish to do if we realise the seriousness of the author’s 


warning.

HOLLOWAY, John. Language and Intelligence. London, Macmillan, 
1951. 8%x5%, ins. 192 pp. Index. 12s.6d. — Written in the first 
oye for students of philosophy, this book will be read with pleasure 

y all interested in the subject. It gives the new philosophical outlook 
held by many contemporary philosophers who have decisively rejected 
what may be called “the classical position ’’’, having attacked meta- 
physical thinking and the obscure language in which it was often 
expressed. The author explains how the new conception of language 
has given rise to certain important principles which have been applied 
to many particular philosophical problems. He shows “ that those 
principles—empiricist, positivist or linguistic in trend—which constitute 
together what might be termed the ‘ contemporary position’, need 
not be assessed in isolation ’’. They are not independent of our general 
understanding of human behaviour. Rather is it the theory of universals 
(or concepts) underlying the answers given in the classical position 
which stand in isolation ; “ for it is an account invented for one fragment 
of human activity by thinkers oblivious of the rest of it”’.

— Dr. Childs analyses with the 
utmost clarity the purposes of education in relation to the present-day 
situation in his country, and discusses highly controversial points 
such as religion in education. The essential factor for him is that America 
is entering a new age, revolutionary changes are taking place and 
their implications for the “ deliberate education ” indispensable to-day 
are tremendous. In Part I, ‘‘ The Moral Nature of Deliberate Edu- 
cation ’’, Dr. Childs examines education in relation to society and 
the life imperatives which entail the use of ‘‘ mundane evaluations ’’, 
and he criticises the substitutes still prevalent among large sections 
of the American public who favour alternatives such as supernaturalism, 
or the following of the so-called norms of “ Nature ”’, or classical huma- 
nism. In Part II, ‘*‘ Education and the Values of Democratic Education ”’ 
he goes very thoroughly into the characteristics of democracy, establishes

KELLEY, Earl C. The Workshop Way of Learning. New York, 
Harper, 1951. 8% x5 ins. xvi & 170 pp. Index. $2.75. — Detailed 
description of the Education Workshop at Wayne University, Michigan, 
which has operated one evening a week throughout the academic year 
for the past ten years, with the aim of helping in-service teachers to 
find out co-operatively a better way of teaching and learning than 
is usual. Expecting to be told what to do, most students have difficulty 
at first in adapting themselves to the different “ climate ”’ where the 
responsibility of choosing the school problems for discussion co-opera- 
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tively and the procedures to be employed rests with them. The author 
maintains that people’s behaviour patterns change in that climate 
where there is no passive listening to eteves or following advice. They 
learn to work together and express their own opinions, but the barrier 
to co-operative communication is only gradually overcome. To test 
results, elaborate evaluation is carried out by the students. In very 
many cases the attitudes and methods are carried over into the students’ 
= resulting in friendly co-operation between teacher and 
pupils.

A very heartening symposium of 16 articles 
by distinguished educationists aiming to bring about a world society 
of free men living at peace, ‘‘ unfettered by the suspicions and prejudices, 
the fears and hatreds, and the poverty of skill and vision under which 
uneducated peoples must always struggle”. Part I shows the diffi- 
culties and the complexities of the task. Part II exposes the rdéle of 
religion, of trade and of science in the building of peace. Part II describes 
face-to-face relations : working together in international camps, studying 
together in international seminars, exchanging of students and teachers, 
study tours. Part IV deals with “‘ Informing the World ”’, and Part V 
describes the efficient work for peace done by some schools and institutes 
in Europe, the U.S.A., India, etc. An excellent ‘‘ Analysis ’’ completes 
the volume. The work of Unesco plays a leading réle at many points. 
Mr. Guiton’s description of the international seminars held by Unesco 
since 1947 in various parts of the world is, for example, most 
inspiring.

— The development of intelligence and 
other tests owes much to the first world war, and second-language 
teaching to the second world war. Before the latter, most language 
teaching had aimed primarily at a reading knowledge of the language, 
whereas when the war came, the armies of the world were interested 
almost exclusively in students being able to speak the language and 
to understand it when spoken. The first of these two volumes gives 
the details of an attempt, by two university specialists, to adapt to 
regular academic instruction certain procedures earlier utilised in the 
military language programmes. The second volume attempts to present 
the major conclusions arising from the investigation.

The author 
devotes most space to a consideration of general attitudes and principles 
rather than to teaching methods. The fact that less time than previously 
is now spent on mathematics in post-primary schools makes the right 
presentation of the subject more important and emphasises the need 
for a more efficient training of future teachers of mathematics, especially 
of those who, without themselves having any pronounced mathematical 
ability, are yet called upon to teach this difficult subject, at least in 
the junior forms.

medical and psychiatric tests and the Rorschach Test, and investigating 
their family, school and community background). In the third and 
fourth parts they explain in detail the findings of the many aspects 
of this thorough research, and its significance for future action.

He regrets that the progressive school 
has neglected the vital task of assigning an aim and a direction to 
its activity. Education, he asserts, can fulfil its purpose only in the 
measure in which it expresses the needs and lives up to the material, 
intellectual and moral exigences of society.

Educators must choose 
between them. Compromise is impossible”’. Mr. Cousinet does not 
consider that progressive education is just superior to traditionalist 
education (even if the latter adopts ‘‘ activity methods ’’), he believes 
it to be the only real education, being based on the principle that child- 
hood is not a road to adulthood, a mere preparation for life, but that 
it has, at each stage, an intrinsic and positive value. The child must 
follow his‘nature with complete freedom, his interests will be the teacher’s 
only guide, but the teacher must always be ready to give his assistance 
when the child asks for it.

Modern Schools Post-primary education in Tasmania was 

re-organised in 1946 when the Education 
Act of 1942 raising the school leaving age to 16 became effective. 
Provision is now made for high schools, technical high schools and 
modern schools. The modern schools (or classes) give a three-year 
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course for pupils who would not profit from the secondary courses 
offered by the high or technical high schools. The course offered 
in modern schools consists of “* basic ’’ subjects which are compulsory 
and “ optional ’’ subjects from the list of which students make a 
selection. The basic subjects are :— English expression, English 
literature, social studies, mathematics, home arts, health and physical 
education, while the optional subjects include :— science, business 
principles, forestry, art and music. With the exception of forestry, 
all of the optional subjects must be studied for at least a year.

Australian Citizenship An Australian Citizenship Convention was 
Convention held at Canberra in January 1950 with 

the following aims in view: 1) to promote 
a nationwide movement toward a deeper appreciation of the pri- 
vileges and obligations of Australian citizenship and the realisation 
of the responsibility of sharing these with the many thousands of 
new-comers now reaching Australia under the Commonwealth 
Government’s immigration schemes ; 2) to consider ways and means 
of overcoming by community effort the problems associated with 
the assimilation of new settlers ; 3) to offer every encouragement 
and facility to these people to enable them to become British subjects 
and Australian citizens in the fuller sense and not merely in the 
legal sense of the words ; 4) to co-ordinate the efforts of churches 
and various voluntary organisations anxious to take part in this 
work so that all may contribute their share to the achievement of 
the ideal of one Australian family, devoid of foreign communities, 
thus preserving the homogeneity and solidarity of the nation. The 
General Assembly of the Convention adopted a resolution inviting 
State Departments of Education to co-operate in publicising through 
their various instrumentalities the aims of the Convention. It was 
felt that headmasters and headmistresses could do much by 
addressing their students at Assembly time on the responsibility 
of individuals and groups in helping New Australians to accommodate 
themselves to different customs and ways of life. (The Education 
Gazette, New South Wales.

Post-Graduate Diploma It has been announced that, beginning

The 
course will be open to graduates of approved universities who have 
obtained a B.A. or B.Sc. degree containing some study of psychology 
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and who have had not less than one year’s teaching experience or 
experience of a similar kind. Candidates will be required to pursue 
a full-time course of study extending over one university year and 
to carry out practical work as directed. On completion of the 
course they will be required to sit for the examination for the Diploma 
in Educational Psychology, which consists of a dissertation, an 
assessment of the practical work done, and four written papers. 


AUSTRIA

An Interesting Reform Since February 1950, the Wiener-Neustadt 

Normal School has been trying out certain 
reforms. Instead of considering the different subjects as separate 
entities, an attempt has been made to group them in real unities. 
Thus the pivot of the scientific subjects is the study and under- 
standing of nature, that of the humanities the understanding of 
man, while the philosophical subjects are centred around pure 
thought. Concomitant with the intellectual understanding of the 
physical world and the world of thought there should also be 
emotional understanding. This is introduced through the artistic 
subjects, which must be incorporated in the three spheres of nature, 
man and spirit. For the purely technical subjects (such as mathe- 
matics, handicrafts and, to a certain extent, the study of languages) 
which do not contribute any appreciable elements to the under- 
standing of the main theme, allowance is made in the study plan for 
the introduction of a secondary theme.

Obituary The death was announced in Vienna, on 

25th May, 1951, of Dr. Ludwig Battista, 
a well-known educationist who for many years was Chief of Section 
at the Ministry of Education and contributor to the review 
Erziehung and Unterricht. He was the author of several books 
on education and teaching methods, of which the best known is 
Die Oecesterreichische Volksschule. 


BRAZIL 
374 (81) Cultural Missions (1.B.E.) 
Adult Education Jointly with the Ministry of Agriculture, 
the Ministry of Education in Brazil has 
begun to organise cultural missions for the education of adults. The 
first mission is composed of a doctor, two agriculturists, a veterinary 
doctor, and three leaders who have specialised in domestic economy, 
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rural industries and the teaching of hygiene. Since July 1950 the 
mission has been working in the municipality of Haperuna (State 
of Rio-de-Janeiro). The results already obtained relative to the 
organisation of rural life, the fight against erosion and the fight 
against prevalent diseases are most encouraging. The mission 
possesses two vehicles, one serving as a means of transport for the 
staff and the other fitted out with a projector for sound films, a 
library and a small health education museum.

Esperanto A competition in Esperanto has been 

organised for the pupils of the 1,244 
Brazilian senior secondary schools. A daily course in Esperanto 
is given at Porto Alegro through the collaboration of an esperantist 
group with the students in the faculty of letters. 


BULGARIA 
372.21 (4972) Pre-school Education (1I.B.E.) 


Kindergarten Regulation A detailed regulation providing for the 
construction and organisation of kinder- 
gartens in Bulgaria has recently been published. For children 


between the ages of 3 and 7 years there will be four categories of 
kindergarten : (a) for the half-day ; (b) for the whole day ; (c) for 
the week; and (d) for the season. The purpose of these kinder- 
gartens is to give children of pre-school age the foundations of a 
general harmonious development, both physical and mental, as 
well as moral and social, and also to enable mothers to take an 
active part in the economic, cultural, public and political life of the 
country.

Indian Education According to a statement made by the 

Minister of Citizenship and Immigration 
to the Canadian Teachers’ Federation, it was estimated that there 
were in 1946, when the special joint committee of the Senate and 
House of Commons began to examine and consider the Indian Act, 
about 11,000 Indian children of school age in Canada not receiving 
any education. Realising the seriousness of the situation, the 
Canadian government immediately took remedial steps by providing 
greatly increased sums of money for improvements which obviously 
were necessary. A school building programme was inaugurated 
at once and construction was commenced on various Indian reserves, 
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resulting in a marked increase in day schools, teachers employed, 
and pupils enrolled. By the end of 1950 there were 373 Indian day 
schools, with 487 teachers employed, compared with 249 day schools, 
with 352 teachers employed, at the end of 1947. There has been a 
total increase in day school enrolment of 3,111 pupils since 1947, 
and it is expected that this number will have risen to over 4,500 by 
the end of the present academic year. Owing to the fact that many 
Indians live in isolated sections of Canada, many obstacles, notably 
in connection with transportation, have to be overcome in order to 
provide schools, which are often built of logs or metal, or are of the 
prefabricated form. In some cases it has been necessary to oper 
residential schools, owing to the nomadic habits of the Indians 
concerned. (Canadian Teachers’ Federation Newsletter, January 
1951.) 


371.861 (71) Children’s Literature (1.B.E.) 


Children’s Books In 1948, a group of Canadian authors who 

devote their writing and their talent to 
the education and the recreation of young people formed an associa- 
tion of children’s writers. Already the association can boast forty 
members and its number is constantly increasing. The association 
organises exhibitions of books in different parts of the country and 
even abroad ; it also carries out investigations among young people 
in order to discover their literary tastes. Another of its activities 


is to form a book publishing co-operative producing “* Les Editions 
Jeunesse ”’. 


CEYLON 
371.42 (54.87) Educational Reform (1.B.E.) 


Educational Reform Draft proposals have been published by 

the Ceylon government for the reform of 
the island’s educational system. They are characterised by simplicity 
and a spirit of compromise. They contemplate compulsory education 
from five to fourteen ; the upper limit here is two years less than 
that envisaged by the 1947 Ordinance, but is probably more in 
keeping with practical possibilities— Ceylon has its teacher shortage 
like other countries, and the percentage of illiteracy is 42.2. The 
idea of the junior comprehensive school has been accepted, and is 
to incorporate certain practical work to compensate for the proposed 
abandonment of the senior practical schoo]. It is proposed to begin 
English in standard II; this is regarded by some educationists as 
very early to begin a foreign language, but there is no reason why 
the innovation should not succeed if, in teaching the subject, the 
feelings of children at this age are not neglected in favour of an 
apparent gain for the intellect. The government proposes also to 
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abolish the block grant system and to substitute for it a scheme of 
equipment grant and a guarantee of a minimum wage and security 
of tenure for all qualified teachers. Other proposals are a central 
advisory board to keep the government in touch with educational 
opinion in the island, and an educational research council. Teachers 
and general public alike are looking forward to the execution of this 


far-reaching plan.

of universities and higher schools amounted to 22, as compared 
with 9 in 1938. During the same lapse of time, the number of faculties 
rose from 26 to 54, the number of students increased by 225%, and 
scholarship holders numbered 15,226 instead of 2,387. The social 
origin of the students has also changed. In 1945, 7.6% of the students 
were from the working class; this proportion rose to 27.6% in 
1949-1950 and to 40% in 1950-1951. 
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DENMARK 


371.364 — 371.372 (489) Education Films — Broadcasting 
(1.B.E.) 
Scientific Expedition The Danish government is utilising a 
Benefits Schools two-year ‘ round-the-world ’ expedition by 
scientists aboard the Danish ship Galatea 
as the basis of a series of educational broadcasts and documentary 
films. The Galatea set sail in the autumn of 1950 with the object 
of investigating the fauna and the conditions of life at previously 
unexplored depths. The Danish State Radio plans to make fifty 
broadcasts during the course of the expedition, and the Central 
Film Library of the Danish government, which distributes educational 
films to schools and clubs, plans to arrange for nearly forty document- 
ary films on the results of the expedition and on the countries and 
peoples visited when the Galatea is in port. 


FINLAND 
378.9 (471) University Foundations and 
Organisations (1.B.E.) 
University City Students from Helsinki University and 
the Finnish Institute of Technology are 
erecting their own university city at Otaniemi, a few miles from 


Helsinki,on the tree-covered slopes of a tiny peninsula. The students 
themselves have collected 185,000,000 markkas for their new living 
quarters. It is expected that part of the buildings will be completed 
by 1952. 


FRANCE 
377.32 (44) School Co-operatives (1.B.E.) 


Increase in Number At the national conference concerning 
of Scheel Co-eperatives co-operatives in school, held at La Rochelle 

from 18th to 26th October, 1950, it was 
announced that there were now 11,434 school co-operatives con- 
nected with primary schools in France, an increase of 2,414 compared 
with the preceding year. There are 369,370 individual members, 
compared with 265,360 in 1949. 


371.918 — 37 N (44) Invalid Children — Study Days (1.B.E.) 
Education in ‘“* National Study Days on the Education 
Convalescent Homes of Children and Adolescents in Conval- 

escent Homes’”’ will be held at Megéve 
(Upper Savoy) from 18th to 20th September, 1951, devoted exclu- 
sively to the particular problems of sanatoriums for lung trouble, 
preventoriums, aeriums and rest homes for convalescents. The 
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programme will include five working committees: (1) education 
and teaching methods in establishments for special treatment ; 
(2) social investigation and psycho-medical observation ; (3) training 
and status of teacher-leaders ; (4) technical and educational equip- 
ment; (5) particular problems of establishments for adolescents. 


374.2 — 778.53 (44) Public Libraries — Cinemas (1.B.E.) 


Cinema-Library Vans With the object of giving country people 

access to good books at little cost to 
themselves, the Departmental Federation of Secular Organisations 
of Macon, in collaboration with the central libraries of the Macon 
and Chalon-sur-Sadne districts, has started an itinerant service 
of circulating libraries or cinema-library buses. Each van transports 
60 cases of books (30 children’s books and 600 books for adults), as 
well as a complete cinematographic apparatus. Each cinema-library 
bus serves 60 communes ; at each stopping place, one case of books 
is left with the teacher-librarian who is responsible for the loan 
of the books to the villagers at a very modest rate. The cinema 
shows given in the villages where there is no permanent cinema, 
help to cover the expenses of the service. A similar service exists 
in Provence and serves the isolated districts of five departments : 
Bouches-du-Rhone, Var, Alpes Maritimes, Basses et Hautes Alpes. 
The Provence library-bus, with its headquarters at Marseilles, 
maintains a triple service, as a library, as a cinema and as a theatre. 


GERMANY 


37 P — 371.12 (43) Teachers’ Associations — Training 
of Teachers (1.B.E.) 
University Training Representatives of university institutes of 
for Teachers education of the German Federal Republic, 
at a meeting held at Jugenheim, near 
Darmstadt, on 5th January, 1951, decided to form a central organ- 
isation of such institutes (Arbeitskreis Pddagogischer Hochschulen) 
to deal with questions of common interest. The new organisation 
will include : (1) a “‘ working committee ’’ composed of represent- 
atives of each federal state, whose task will be to study the basic 
problems of the professional training of teachers and to arrange 
for “study days’ for the staff of the institutes of education ; (2) 
a ‘‘ conference of directors *’, which will study the problems demand- 
ing a thorough knowledge of the various university institutions ; 
(3) an “information and documentation centre’’, which will be 
entrusted with setting up “ archives’ concerning teacher training. 
The Jugenheim Institute of Education has been chosen as the 
headquarters of the new organisation for the first two years. 
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379.61 (43) Compulsory Schooling (1.B.E.) 


Law on Compulsory A new law on compulsory education, 
Schooling promulgated on 15th December, 1950, 

came into force as from 20th December, 
1950. By this law, education becomes compulsory for all children 
between the ages of 7 and 18 years, who are obliged to attend the 
official schools in their district. After completing the eight classes 
of the basic school ( Grundschule), children not intending to prepare 
for higher studies must attend a vocational or an apprenticeship 
school. 


374.4 — 378.92 Correspondence Courses — 
Student-Employees (1.B.E.) 


Education by The decree of 15th June, 1950, instituting 
Correspondence correspondence courses for young workers, 

came into force on Ist January, 1951. 
As from that date, the German Academy of the Walter Ulbright 
Administration, at Forst Zinna, is organising correspondence courses 
covering three periods of twelve months and leading to a state 
diploma. These courses are primarily intended for state officials, 
employees of various enterprises and young men and women who 
have participated in the short-term intensive courses organised by 
the Walter Ulbright Academy in several towns. In order to help 
the students in their work, consultation centres and seminars are 
to be organised in a number of towns. Employers are expected 
to grant four days’ holiday per month to “ correspondence 
students ’’, as well as three days before their annual examination 
and three weeks before the final state examination. The technical 
courses by correspondence organised by the Polytechnic School 
at Dresden and the Mining Academy at Freiburg have brought in 
a thousand requests for registration. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


371.12 (42) Teacher Training (1.B.E.) 


Training College for The Margaret McMillan Training College 
Nursery School Teachers = in, Bradford, which is being erected as a 

lasting memorial to Margaret McMillan, 
the founder of the nursery school movement in England, was formally 
opened by the Minister of Education in the autumn of 1950, though 
not yet quite completed. When all the buildings are finished, the 
college will provide residential accommodation for 150 students 
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and will ultimately make the largest provision in the country for 
training nursery-infant teachers. 


371.871 — 377.35 (41) Holiday Camps — Civic Education 
(1.B.E.) 


National Youth Camp Preparations are being made for a national 

youth camp at Bromilee, West Linton, near 
Edinburgh, from 20th August to 3rd September, 1951, in which 
two hundred and forty boys and girls between fifteen and eighteen 
years of age will participate. They are coming from cities and islands, 
and from urban, industrial and rural homes all over Scotland to 
experience the. duties, responsibilities and privileges of living 
together, and to learn and practise the art of citizenship. A very 
varied programme is being arranged, but the mornings will be 
devoted chiefly to talks by experts followed by discussions in groups 
under the charge of a teacher, or to brains trusts and symposia. 
The subjects listed for discussion include the following : “* Respon- 
sibility to the Community, Rural and Urban’”’, “ The Education 
of the Citizen ’’, “*‘ Education for World Citizenship ’’, “‘ Mass Media 
of Information’, and “‘ Training in Leadership’. Leading figures 
in public life will be asked to introduce the various topics, wherever 
feasible, but the chief value of the talks will lie in the opportunity 


thus provided for the young people to discuss freely the problems 
and points of view of others deriving from very different environ- 
ments than their own. The afternoons will be mainly set aside 
for games and excursions, and the evenings for social activities, 
such as dramatic and musicai performances organised by the young 
people themselves, and dancing.

National Youth The remarkable development of the 
Orchestra of Wales National Youth Orchestra of Wales, a 

full symphony orchestra, is evidence of 
the revival of music in the secondary schools, mentioned in “‘ Educ- 
ation in Wales’, by the then Board of Education, as long ago as 
1936. When the orchestra first met in 1946 at the Monmouth School 
for Girls, under the conductorship of Mr. Clarence Raybould, the 
distinguished B.B.C. conductor, it assembled 76 young players. 
Now it consists of 110 members, 67 boys and 43 girls between the 
ages of 15 and 20 years, recruited in the secondary schools during 
the last five years. The orchestra has attained the reputation for 
a high standard of proficiency, and has given a number of very suc- 
cessfnl public concerts in various towns and taken part in several 
National Eisteddfods. 
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HUNGARY 


379.6 (439) School Politics from the Social 
Point of View (1.B.E.) 

Student Aid According to the official “* Hungarian 
Bulletin ”’, sixty-six per cent of all students 

attending colleges or universities in Hungary are now receiving 
some kind of state scholarship, and most of them benefit from 
various welfaye projects. The special hostels connected with the 
colleges and universities provide lodging, including bedding, laundry, 
baths, light and heating, for a very modest monthly payment. 
Homes with free board and lodging are provided for secondary 
school pupils who are obliged to attend school away from their homes. 


INDIA 
362 (54) Social Service (1.B.E.) 


Social Service Projects Many individual schools in India have 

been carrying out extensive programmes 
of social service of different kinds, but the work so far has been 
scattered, unconnected and unorganised. Now many of the States are 
beginning to organise the work on a wider scale. Thus, in the State 
of Assam, every school has been instructed to start an organisation 
like a Sevadal for carrying on active social service, and will receive 
monetary aid from the State for the purpose. A programme for 
training camps for both students and teachers has been drawn up. 
The Uttar Pradesh (United Provinces) has formulated a compre- 
hensive scheme of social service by students in school as well as 
colleges, while the Madhya Pradesh (Central Provinces and Berar) 
has been utilising the energies of its youth in its fight against illiteracy. 
The State of Madras has come forward with social service schemes 
for students, and the Government of Bombay also has been for- 
mulating proposals to organise such work in schools and colleges 
on a voluntary basis. It is felt here that the work in schools should 
be entrusted to some enthusiastic teachers, who should be given 
adequate training and necessary facilities. 


373.52 (54) Agricultural Teaching (1.B.E.) 


Agricultural High Schools §()n the recommendation of the Agricultural 

Schools Committee, the Government of 
Bombay has decided to open more agricultural high schools in 
rural and semi-rural areas, where adequate land and water supply 
can be had and where hostels and other equipment can be made 
available satisfactorily. The objective of these schools is to develop 
a definite attitude in the younger generation towards life, involving 
love of land and nature, and liking for manual work and animals. 
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The new schools will be similar in character and in course to those 
already existing, offering vocational training in addition to a sound 
general education, and enabling students to pass on to agricultural 
colleges. Another recommendation accepted by the government 
is that the staff, as well as the pupils, shall have their own plots 
of land for practical agricultural work. The staff plots will be 
specially examined when the officer of the Agricultural Department 
visits the school each year, by arrangement with the Director of 
Public Instruction. Every teacher will have to grow vegetables on 
his plot and be responsible for the financial side of the business. 
It is also recommended that a definite planned programme of excur- 
sions to the country-side, for pupils and teachers, should be organised 
by the headteachers. 


371.732 (54) P Sports (1.B.E.) 


Physical Education Camps = The Union Government of India plans to 
and Sports Arena open five physical education camps for 
promising active athletes and coaches. 
Each camp will hold 100 students and expert coaches will supervise 
the training. The Council of Physical Culture in Uttar Pradesh 
(United Provinces) organised one such camp for a six-weeks period 
during October and November 1950. It also intends to organise 
a general knowledge competition in physical education, in each 
of the 14 districts of Uttar Pradesh, open to everyone and candidates 
will be judged by state superintendents of physical culture who 
will be responsible for circulating and marking the questionnaires. 
Through the initiative of the National Sports Club of India a 
second sports arena is being built. It has been named the Vallabhai 
Patel Stadium and will become the sporting centre of Bombay. 
Its facilities will include a 400-metre athletics track and a combined 
football and hockey field. 


INDONESIA 


379.635 (92) Campaign against Illiteracy (1I.B.E.) 


Unesco Mission With the object of helping Indonesia to 

lower its illiteracy rate and of aiding the 
government in training thousands of demobilised soldiers to become 
teachers, Unesco has sent a technical assistance mission to the 
country, under the leadership of Shafigur Rahmen Kidwai, a former 
collaborator of Mahatma Gandhi in his mass education movement 
in India. His rich experience will be a great benefit to Indonesia. 
To begin with Mr. Kidwai’s team will establish a fundamental 
education demonstration centre near Jakarta. 
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ISRAEL 
374 (569.4) Adult Education (1.B.E.) 


Adult Education Training The new State of Israel set up a centre in 
Centre 1949 to coordinate all existing adult 
education activities. The centre launched 
a comprehensive adult education programme for Tel Aviv (the 
town now has a population of over a quarter of a million), and 
has just opened a school in Jerusalem for training adult education 
teachers. The ditector of the school is Professor Martin Buber, 
professor in social philosophy at the Hebrew University. 


ITALY 

377.94 (45) Vocational Guidance (1.B.E.) 
Centre for School and A centre for school and vocational guidance 
Vocational Guidance and a psychological clinic has been annexed 

to the experimental psychology laboratory 
of the Catholic University of the Sacred Heart, in Milan. Both the 
laboratory and the new centre will be under the direction of Professor 
A. Gemelli. 


371.037 (45) Youth Movements (1.B.E.) 


Youth Centre Called In the valley of Torre Pellice above Turin, 
* Agape the historic home of the Waldensian 

Christians, young people from many dif- 
ferent countries have been building a youth centre. The idea arose 
soon after the end of the war, and the initiator of the scheme proposed 
as name for the centre ‘‘ Agape ’’, the New Testament Greek word 
for “‘love’’. This proposal met with approval, and “ Agape”’ is 
now a living fact. Local peasants contributed in a variety of ways 
to the venture. Through the World Council of Churches “ Agape ” 
was organised as a work camp, and as a result young people were 
able to go in great numbers to help with the building. The now 
completed buildings will be used for youth assemblies, and inter- 
national gatherings will be particularly welcomed. 


JAPAN 

37 A — 379.61 (52) Education in Japan — Compulsory 
Education (1.B.E.) 

School Reform The school reform committee appointed 
by the Japanese government, in 1946, has 

drawn up a new education plan which makes provision for a unified 
system, comprising: a) 6 years at the primary stage; b) 3 years 
at the lower secondary stage; c) 3 years at the upper secondary 
stage ; and d) 4 years university teaching. There is to be co-education 
at all stages. The new teaching methods envisaged take into account 
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the personality and activity of the pupils, and seek to link the 
school closely with everyday life. Several new laws were passed 
during the period 1947 to 1949 ; the fundamental law of instruction, 
the school law, and laws on co-education, private education, status 
of teachers and school administration. Primary schooling is com- 
pulsory for all children between the ages of 6 and 12 years. Its aim 
is to teach them, through social experiences both in and out of 
school, that all human beings are one. Compulsory education was 
extended in 1947 to seven years, in 1948 to eight years, and in 1949 
to nine years, thus including both primary and lower secondary 
schools within its limits. 


MEXICO 


370.9 — 379.824 Fundamental Education — Intellectual 
Co-operation (1.B.E.) 
Regional Centre of The “ Regional Centre of Fundamental 
Fundamental Education Education for Latin America ” was inau- 
gurated on 9th May, 1951, at Patzcuaro, 
in the State of Michoacan, by President Aleman and by Mr. Torres- 
Bodet, Director-General of Unesco. This centre, whose task is to 
train teachers and to make the educational material required by 
the Latin American countries in their campaign against illiteracy, 
is the first of six similar centres contemplated by Unesco. The 
Patzcuaro centre must, within the space of five years, train more 
than 800 specialist teachers, and undertake research into the type 
of material suitable for mass education, such as simple texts, lantern 
slides and moving pictures, wall charts and posters. It owes its 
existence to the united efforts of several national and international 
organisations. The land and the buildings have been offered by the 
Mexican government; the Organisation of American States has 
promised an annual financial contribution ; and the big specialist 
institutions, such as the United Nations Food and Agricultural 
Organisation (FAO), the World Health Organisation (WHO), and 
the International Labour Organisation (ILO), will help Unesco 
to procure the experts entrusted with the teacher training. 


NETHERLANDS 


37 A — 379.4 (492) Education in the Netherlands — Freedom 
or Control in Education (1.B.E.) 

Public and Private According to recent statistics, there were 
oe ger aoe the in the Netherlands, on 15th September, 
1950, 41,526 men and women teachers in 

the primary schools, of whom 11,947 were teaching in the public 
schools and 29,579 in the private schools. Intermediate secondary 
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schools numbered 358, of which 154 were public schools, 56 Pro- 
testant, 110 Catholic and 38 other private schools. The number 
of pupils amounted to 83,000, of which 36,200 were attending public 
schools and 47,100 private schools (15,300 were Protestants, 23,700 
Catholics and 8,100 belonged to other types of schools). 


NEW ZEALAND 


371.75 (931) School Medical Service (1.B.E.) 


School Dental Nurses To overcome the serious shortage of 

dentists, the New Zealand educational 
authorities instituted a scheme some thirty years ago whereby 
specially trained dental nurses are responsible—within prescribed 
limits—for the dental health of schoolchildren. These nurses are 
under the central control, both as regards their two-year training 
and their work, of the health department. They carry out preventive 
treatment, including scaling and polishing, and remedial treatment 
consisting entirely of fillings and a small number of extractions 
under local anaesthesia. One nurse is responsible for 500 children. 
In 1949 these nurses together performed 1,139,729 fillings and 
69,718 extractions, in addition to their work of routine inspection 


and dental inspection. So successful has this scheme proved, that 
it was recently studied by a dental commission from Great Britain, 
where the shortage of dentists is also acute, and a report was 
published by H. M. Stationery Office under the title New Zealand 
School Dental Nurses. 


379.67 — 371.98 (931) Scholarships — Education of Different 
Races (1.B.E.) 


University Scholarships The New Zealand Education Gazette, for 
for Maoris Ist December, 1950, reports that six 

scholarships are available annually for 
competition among Maori boys and girls, including half-castes, 
who desire to undertake a university course for the purpose of 
qualifying for a profession. Scholarships are tenable at the nearest 
university college providing the prescribed course of study. These 
scholarships cover the cost of all tuition, college, and examination 
fees, and, in addition, provide for the payment of an allowance of 
£30 per annum plus a boarding-allowance of £40 per annum. One 
return fare per vear from the student’s home to the university 
centre is also payable under the scholarship. 
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NORWAY 


371.735 (481) Playgrounds and Organised Recreation 
(1.B.E.) 

Supervised Recreation For some years it has been customary in 
Oslo to provide open-air recreation and 

supervision for children of pre-school age in the public parks of 
the city. Since the beginning of 1950, the Norwegian Ministry of 
Social Affairs and the municipal authorities of Oslo have shown 
interest in these arrangements which, up till then, had been in 
private hands. They have established certain rules and regulations 
for the supervisors and the mothers who send their children to 
these playgrounds. The supervisors must now be subject to health 
observation, especially with regard to tuberculosis, and the mothers 
must not send their children to the “ park-aunt”’ if they are not 
well. The regulations also include detailed instructions concerning 
the clothing found suitable for the children according to the weather. 


POLAND 
372.21 (438) Pre-school Education (1.B.E.) 


Kindergartens At the present time there are 7,710 kin- 
dergartens in Poland attended by 343,000 


children, compared with 1,659 kindergartens and 74,800 pupils in 
1938. Before the end of the six-year plan, these figures should 
have increased to 11,440 kindergartens and 560,000 pupils. 


ROUMANIA 

373 (498) Secondary Education (1.B.E.) 
Secondary Education Secondary and higher education is not 

free in Roumania, but the fees are very 
greatly reduced for workers’ children, who form the majority. In 
addition to the ordinary secondary school which prepares for the 
university, there is a special two-year pre-university course for 
young workers ; they number 2,500 at the present time. 


SPAIN 
371.364 (46) School Films (1.B.E.) 


Films in School A grant of a half million pesetas has been 

allotted to secondary schools in Spain to 
enable them to develop the use of educational films in school. 
Credits granted for this purpose must not be less than 1500 pesetas 
and not more then 40,000 pesetas. 
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371.388 (46) Gardening and Horticulture at School 

(1.B.E.) 

Arousing Interest The Spanish Federation of Landscape 

in School Gardens Gardeners has recently organised a compe- 

tition among men and women teachers 

for the best school gardens. Three prizes, of three thousand, two 

thousand and one thousand pesetas respectively, will be awarded 

for the teachers’ activity in arousing the interest and appreciation 
of their pupils for trees, shrubs and flowers.

Inquiry into School- According to an inquiry carried out by 
Children’s Health Professor Géthlin, a large proportion of 

children (18% of schoolchildren in the 
province of Uppland) generally considered to be in excellent health, 
suffer during April and May from troubles resulting from an insuf- 
ficiency of vitamine C in their diet. Dr. Géthlin has also noticed a 
correlation between this vitamin deficiency and gingivitis, and he 
has determined man’s daily need of vitamin C. This daily need 
is greater among children than among adults. A more complete 
study on 77 children by Mr. W. Nordenmark has confirmed this 
statement. It is thus necessary to give vitamin C in some form to 
children during the winter months, and as fruits in general are very 
poor in ascorbic acid at this season, it has been decided to give 
them either vitamin C tablets or tablets containing several vitamins.

Special Nursery Schools To enable children having difficulties in 

speech to correct this handicap before they 

are obliged to go to school, two special nursery schools were estab- 

lished by the town of Zurich at the end of 1947. The experience up 

to the present time has been so encouraging that other Swiss towns 
are contemplating opening similar nursery schools.

With this aim in 
view, it gives a series of lessons on psychological subjects and orga- 
nises monthly seminars on questions proposed by the members. 
The school has also opened a permanent weekly meeting for educ- 
ational and family consultations, and has founded a “ School for 
Parents ’’ Association.

Measures to Develop Syria is at the present time in the throes 
Instruction of a real educational revolution. According 

to the terms of the constitution adopted 
in October 1950, Syria has decided that within the next ten years 
illiteracy must disappear among her peoples. To overcome the 
shortage of teachers, it has been necessary to resort to an extreme 
measure and to insist on compulsory social service. Every Syrian, 
whether man or woman, who within the last ten years has obtained 
an intermediate, secondary or higher study diploma must teach 
for a certain length of time in the “ People’s Houses ”’ (cultural 
centres established in the primary schools). Moreover, every candid- 
ate for a State official’s post must so teach for a period of three 
months. The number of primary schools has risen from 1,070 to 
2,000, and secondary schools from 64 to 110, while 10 vocational 
schools and 6 normal schools have been opened. For the year 1951, 
education will absorb 20% of the national budget, and this proportion 
will be raised to 25% in succeeding years.

is now including a course in race relations 
in its curriculum in order to acquaint future school teachers with 
the latest methods developed by social scientists in the fight against 
racial and religious prejudice.

Obituary News has only recently reached us of the 
death in Boston, Mass., on 23rd January, 

1950, of Mrs. Fannie Fern Andrews, who was one of the most active 
pioneers in international collaboration in educational matters. 
Mrs. Andrews was instrumental in bringing about the convening 
of the first intergovernmental conference on education, which was 
due to have been held from 7th to 12th September, 1914, but which 
was prevented from meeting owing to the outbreak of the first 
world war. When hostilities ceased she carried on a very intensive 
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campaign to have included in the Covenant of the League of Nations 
an article making provision for the establishment of a “* Permanent 
International Bureau of Education”. Her efforts, unfortunately, 
were unsuccessful, but the idea had been set in motion. In 1929, 
Mrs. Andrews was present at the ceremony in Geneva when the 
statutes of the present International Bureau of Education were 
signed, and she represented the government of the United States 
at the IIIrd and Vth International Conferences on Public Education 
convened by the Bureau in 1934 and 1936. A special chapter has 
been devoted to the efforts of Mrs. Andrews in connection with 
international education in the volume “ Forerunners of the Inter- 
national Bureau of Education” (published under the auspices of 
The Year Book of Education, in association with the University 
of London Institute of Education, by Evans Brothers), which is 
an abridged -English translation of the Bureau’s publication “ Les 
précurseurs du Bureau international d’ Education.

Intelligence Tests Intelligence tests have been discarded from 
Discarded the educational system of the U.S.S.R. 
The reasons advanced for this step are 


(a) that such tests deny full secondary education to a majority of 
children, and thus ensure the continued existence of a hereditary 
élite, (b) that tests fail to measure the capacity for logical reasoning, 
(c) that even were they able to measure logical capacity, it is an 
error to assume that such capacity is constant and innate, and that 
nothing can be done to develop it. 


378 (47) Higher Education (1.B.E.) 


Universities, Institutes The classification universities, institutes 
and Academies and academies corresponds to different 

methods of work, to a particular orientation 
of studies, to the specialisation of students, and to the different 
conditions of admission. The universities prepare specialist workers 
in the various basic subjects and teachers for secondary schools. 
Studies last for five years. Each university is divided into faculties 
of which there are usually five or six. In the institutes studies 
cover from four-and-a-half to five years, and the students are dis- 
tributed in very specialised faculties. In 1938, the Polytechnical 
Institute in Leningrad had 8 faculties, the medical institutes 3 
(therapeutics, hygiene and pediatry), the educational institutes 5 
(languages and literature, history, geography, natural science, 
physics and mathematics). Certain higher education establishments 
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bear the name of academies. These, being both nurseries for very 
highly qualified specialists and also research centres, stand on the 
highest rung of the educational ladder at this third degree stage. 
They generally comprise a two-year, course of studies, and are 
accessible to all persons who have completed their higher education 
and who have had at least seven vears’ practical experience.

Agreement on the Free France has signed the international agree- 
Seco ment drawn up by Unesco and purposing 
to reduce customs duties on newspapers, 
periodicals and books, and also on different 
categories of educational and scientific material. The agreement, 
if it comes into force, will also eliminate customs duties on works 
of art, educational films, sound records and material for the blind. 
France is the 22nd country to sign the agreement since it was opened 
for signature in the month of November 1950. It will come into 
force after ratification, that-is-to-say legislative approval, by ten 
member States. Yugoslavia has recently ratified it and other 
countries have intimated their intention of applying this convention 
very shortly.

PERSONALITY (1.B.E.) 


OVERSTREET, H. A. The Mature Mind. London, Gollancz, 1950. 
8x5% ins. 296 pp. Index. 6s. — Originally published in America, 
this book was a non-fiction best seller ; it is now made available to a 
wider public at a very modest price. The author is obsessed by the 
immaturity displayed in many different fields by most adults in his 
country and by the danger of such a state of affairs in a democracy. 
This, of course, is true to a greater or lesser degree of all countries. 
After expounding the maturity concept, Dr. Overstreet describes the 
forces that shape us and shows that neither the school nor the home, 
neither economics nor politics nor religion, as we know them, are fitted 
to turn out mature adults, capable of making wise judgments and 
choices. He believes that this dangerous state of affairs can be remedied, 


that there is a possible advance out of the chaos we are in. We should 
measure the fitness for their task of the institutions that shape our 
lives, by asking ourselves to what extent they embody and encourage 
maturing, or fixation in immaturity. The last chapter of this « treatise 
on maturity and survival ’”’ is entitled “‘ What we ourselves can do” 
and shall certainly wish to do if we realise the seriousness of the author’s 
warning. 


1 — 4.01 PHILOSOPHY — SCIENCE OF LANGUAGE 
(1.B.E.) 


HOLLOWAY, John. Language and Intelligence. London, Macmillan, 
1951. 8% x5% ins. 192 pp. Index. 12s.6d. — Written in the first 
place for students of philosophy, this book will be read with pleasure 
by all interested in the subject. It gives the new philosophical outlook 
held by many contemporary philosophers who have decisively rejected 
what may be called “ the classical position’, having attacked meta- 
physical thinking and the obscure language in which it was often 
expressed. The author explains how the new conception of language 
has given rise to certain important principles which have been applied 
to many particular philosophical — He shows “that those 
principles—empiricist, positivist or linguistic in trend—which constitute 
together what might be termed the ‘ contemporary position’, need 
not be assessed in isolation ’’. They are not independent of our general 
understanding of human behaviour. Rather is it the theory of universals 
(or concepts) underlying the answers given in the classical position 
which stand in isolation ; “ for it is an account invented for one fragment 
of human activity by thinkers oblivious of the rest of it”’. 
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370.3 — 377.342 PHILOSOPHY OF EDUCATION — 
DemocraATic EpucaTIon (1.B.E.) 


CHILDS. John L. Education and Morals. An Experimentalist 
Philosophy of Education. New York, Appleton-Century-Crofts, 1950. 
84,x5%, ins. xiv & 300 pp. Index. — Dr. Childs analyses with the 
utmost clarity the purposes of education in relation to the present-day 
situation in his country, and discusses highly controversial points 
such as religion in education. The essential factor for him is that America 
is entering a new age, revolutionary changes are taking place and 
their implications for the “ deliberate education ”’ indispensable to-day 
are tremendous. In Part I, ‘“‘ The Moral Nature of Deliberate Edu- 
cation’, Dr. Childs examines education in relation to society and 
the life imperatives which entail the use of ‘* mundane evaluations ”’, 
and he criticises the substitutes still prevalent among large sections 
of the American public who favour alternatives such as supernaturalism, 
or the following of the so-called norms of *“‘ Nature ’’, or classical huma- 
nism. In Part II, ‘‘ Education and the Values of Democratic Education ” 
he goes very thoroughly into the characteristics of democracy, establishes 
the morality of primary experience, the morality of the constant reliance 
upon empiricial procedures in the education of the young, the morality 
of the experimental method of inquiry into the search for knowledge, 
the democratic values in to-day’s functional society, and the morality 
of an open society, of community and of patriotism.

BURKHARD, Samuel. A Work Book in the Philosophy of Education 
based on Dewey’s Democracy and Education. Copyright by the author

$1.15. — A loose-leaf work book containing a series of questions on 
each chapter of Dewey’s ‘*‘ Democracy and Education ”’, well calculated 
to bring out the significance and depth of Dewey’s outlook. The author 
deems sound judgment of primary importance in the philosophy of 
education, inasmuch as this is an age in which philosophy is no longer 
naturally translated into action, but only through the conscious decisions 
of human beings.

BENNE, Kenneth D. and STANLEY, Wm. O. (Ed. by). Essays for 
John Dewey’s Ninetieth Birthday. (Urbana, Bureau of Research and 
Service, College of Education, University of Illinois, 1950.)

92 pp. The conference on education and philosophy held at the 
University of Illinois, in honour of John Dewey, was jointly sponsored 
by the American Education Fellowship (the U.S. branch of the New 
Education Fellowship) and the Division of Social, Philosophical and 
Historical Foundations in the College of Education. This report contains 
the essays written for that celebration and two reprints of articles 
from educational journals, preceded by a message of greetings from 
John Dewey himself.

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This book, the product of a life time’s experience, is addressed primarily 
to persons concerned with education, but will reveal and stimulate 
that capacity in whoever cares to take it up.

MASON, Robert E. Moral Values and Secular Education. New York, 
Columbia University Press, 1950.

— Whether educators reading this book agree or not 
with Dr. Mason in holding to an evolutionary naturalistic philosophy 
of education, and in desiring to see scientific secularism continue as 
an expression of that point of view in the public schools of the United 
States, thus enabling them to remain non sectarian and free, they 
will appreciate his fine expression of the need for a moral and social 
basis, a scheme of values, capable of guiding public education in this 
time of transition. Educators outside America will read with interest 
and profit Dr. Mason’s lucid analysis of the diverse theories and philo- 
sophies that have built up American education and are conflicting 
and much discussed elements to-day, such as essentialism, traditio- 
nalism, and pragmatic individualism.

ETHERINGTON, T. H. In and Out of School. London, Pitman, 
1950. 74% x5 ins. 98 pp. 6s. — Teachers considering a change-over 
to activity or project methods will find the course outlined here, for 
the secondary modern department of a small school, of the greatest use. 
The staff began with an “* Explorers’ Club ”’, and gradually abandoned 
subjects and the normal time-table. Substantial use was made of the 


surrounding district. Assignments were given to groups of varying 
size to explore, discover, and report on set subjects. Follow-up work 
was planned to include arithmetic, reading, history, geography, etc.

IN-SERVICE EDUCATION OF TEACHERS (1.B.E.) 


MITCHELL, Lucy Sprague. Our Children and our Schools. New

$3.00. — The author has devoted thirty-four years to educational 
experimentation, partly as chairman of the Bureau of Educational 
Experiments (now known as the Bank Street Schools in New York). 
Her aim in writing this book was to show teachers and parents how 
modern methods in education can be made to apply effectively in 
large city schools. It describes the public schools in action and the 
way the teachers’ “ workshop” experiences have developed. 


371.13 (73) IN-SERVICE EDUCATION OF TEACHERS 
(1.B.E.) 


KELLEY, Earl C. The Workshop Way of Learning. New York, 
Harper, 1951. 84% x5 ins. xvi & 170 pp. Index. $2.75. — Detailed 
description of the Education Workshop at Wayne University, Michigan, 
which has operated one evening a week throughout the academic year 
for the past ten years, with the aim of helping in-service teachers to 
find out co-operatively a better way of teaching and learning than 
is usual. Expecting to be told what to do, most students have difficulty 
at first in adapting themselves to the different “ climate ’’ where the 
responsibility of choosing the school problems for discussion co-opera- 
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tively and the procedures to be employed rests with them. The author 
maintains that people’s behaviour patterns change in that climate 
where there is no passive listening to lectures or following advice. They 
learn to work together and express their own ——. but the barrier 
to co-operative communication is only gradually overcome. To test 
results, elaborate evaluation is carried out by the students. In very 
many cases the attitudes and methods are carried over into the students’ 
classrooms, resulting in friendly co-operation between teacher and 


pupils.

SELINCOURT, Aubrey de. The Schoolmaster. London, Lehmann, 
1951. 7%x5 ins. 168 pp. 8s.6d. — After more than twenty years’ 
teaching, the author reviews his experience. While recognising the 
value of particular methods, he regards them as essentially secondary 
matters, in “‘a world which is itself the shadow of eternity ’”’, and 
his main conclusion is that it is ultimately “‘ out of his own integrity 
as a person that a man must teach ”’. No little part of the value of this 
book lies in the author’s qualified but quiet and firm confidence in the 
future.

In place of the more 
normal methods of evaluation, appraisal by some organisation inclusive 
and specific enough to represent the “ school community” is put 
forward.

TUSTIN, Frances. A Group of Juniors. London, Heinemann, 1951. 
8% x5% ins. 90 pp. Illus. Bibliogr. 6s. — Intended for parents, 
educators and students-in-training, this book is centred round a diary 
the author kept while teaching a class of twelve children aged from 
seven to ten, and its purpose, in her own words, “is to give a picture 
of some of the urges, desires, interests and activities of that much 
neglected stage of child growth which Cyril Burt has so aptly called 
‘the dark ages of childhood ’.” It is one of those books that both 
inspire and reflect the educational renaissance going on in England 
and elsewhere, whose basic principle is that children possess qualities 
giving them the need of, and the capacity for, individual freedom.

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with suggestions for further things to do and talk about, and books 
to read. Each book in the series has its own separately published 
teacher’s guide and charts. The overall aim of this series is to help 
students to solve their personal and social problems through group 
discussion.

STODDARD, George D. On the Education of Women. New York, 
Macmillan, 1950. 7%x4% ins. x & 102 pp. (The Kappa Delta Pi 
Lecture Series.) 21.50. — President G. D. Stoddard, of the University 
of Illinois, believes that as much attention should be given to home- 
makers seeking a good college education as to physicists, chemists or 
engineers. He lays out a few hypotheses that may account for the 
sense of failure among American women in the last few decades. As 
a remedy he proposes a partially different college curriculum for women 
embodying—besides the general education they would share with 
men (comprising natural science, social science, humanities and arts, 
and recreation)—home education (comprising health and hygiene, 
child development, special applications of general education to home 
and community life), and various women’s careers as the main subjects 
studied. Careers open to both men and women should not, however, 
be excluded, and preprofessional and professional curricula should be 
available for both. An adequate college course in homemaking should 
include literature and arts and should be as exciting as any other, 
he maintains.

KNOWLES, Malcolm S. Informal Adult Education. New York, 
Association Press, 1950.

$4.00. — Malcolm Knowles is Director of Education at Central Y.M.C.A., 
Chicago, and has been working with marked success for many years 
in trying to create something educationally new in the field of informal 
adult education. In this book, which is both practical and readable, 
he shares with the reader his knowledge and experience. He shows 
that the education of adults is an opportunity and a challenge, examines 
the psychology of adulthood to discover how the adult learns and 
what he likes to learn, then goes into the methods for teaching him, 
the programmes most suitable, the administrative side, the widest 
possible advertising of the courses and lectures and, finally, the evalu- 
ating of the programmes.
